George's new government faces stu- 
pendous internal problems. “To win 
the peace” will make as great de- 
mands on the courage and ability 
of the statesmen as it did to win 
the war. The greatest problem of 
all is not that of demobilizing, 
bringing home and finding work for 
the three nilllion soldiers now ab- 
sent from these islands. It is not 
that bf dealing with the almost 
opéniy-rebellious Ireland, increas- 


‘ingly dangerous as that becomes. 


What is already taxing the re- 
sources of the government to the 
utmost is the appalling task of sud- 
denly turning practically all the 
manufacturing energies of Great 
Britain from making war supplies 
to the normal work of peace-time 
industry. Tens of thousands of 
plants, large and small, have been 
busy for four years under constant- 
ly-increasing Sressure on war work. 

The day the armistice was signed 
they employed between eight and 
nine million men and women. The 
nation found itself with billions of 
dollars worth of war material com- 
pleted or in process. 

Six weeks ve passed. The Par- 
Hamentary election and two weeks’ 
delay in counting the votes have 
intervened. President WIison's visit 
has occupied the time and energy 


y of the government heads. The long 


English holidays are barely over. So 
the work cf demobilizing of the 
army ie just started. The readjust- 
ment of industry will result in the 
necessary, stoppage of work that has 
only begun. Yet there are said to 
be several hundred thousand men 
and women already out of work. 

The peace Christmas is coming to 
be called the Christmas of unem- 
ployment.

POLES PLAN WAR ON BOLSHEVIKL 


Prepare for Military Campaign Along the Entire Russian 
Frontier to Crush Red Terrorism Sweeping 
Westward Over C entral Europe.

WARSAW, Dec. 29.—Poland is preparing for a military campaign along her entire Russian frontier. 
The Bolsheviki will be opposed on the north and east and the Rathenians of the Ukraine on the southeast. 

The Bolsheviki have forced the Poles to take up arms by their advance into Polish territory.

The Germans, according to reports 
reaching here, freely. perm)! the Bol- 
sheviki to advance while blocking 
the efforts of the Poles to check the 

The Germans are scheduled to 
evacuate Vilna, the capital of Lithu- 
ania, January 4, but the Poles await 
permission from Marshal Foch be- 
fore entering the city prior to the 
German evacuation. 

The Bolsheviki are advancing 
rapidly toward Vilna, and are fa- 
vored by mild weather. Their ad- 
vance guards are said to be orderly, 
well clothed and well armed. They 
have committed no depredations ex- 
cept where oe met with resis- 
tance. 

At Pskov, ots the Volsheviki 
were opposed they carried out mer- 
ciless massacres, 

The Bolsheviki, it is reported, also 
are sending forces to occupy. the Bal- 
tic ports of Libau and Riga as soon 

as the Germans evacuate them. 

Regarding the situation in Posen 
(German Poland,) Gen. Pilsudski, 
the Polish military leader, indicated 
to the correspondent that he would 
follow up the policy of suppressing 
German aggressions against the 
Poles. 

Fighting between the Ruthenians 
and Poles is reported taking place at 
several points, especially at Rawa- 
ruska, Galicia, where 200 Rutheni- 
ans are said to have been killed. 

The spirit of the Poles opposing 
the Ruthenians is said to be good, 
and they are equipped with supplies 
taken from Austrian military de- 
pots. However, the Ruthenians have 
occupied Lutsk, Dubno, Sokul and 
Costel, and seem bent on taking 
Lemberg before the Peace Confer- 
ence meets. 

Sympathizers with the Bolsheviki 
marched to the Hotel Bruhl in War- 
saw today and demanded the release 
of six Bolshevik agents. Polish 
troops fired into the crowd after sev- 
eral] soldiers had. been wounded by 
the mob, and five persons were killed 
and a number of others wounded. 

The crowd, which numbered more 
than 1000, paraded through the 
streets singing, carrying red ban- 
ners and crying, “Down with Pil- 
sudski! Down with the govern- 
ment!“ It was composed mostly of 
young men and young women. They 
then marched to the hotel, where 
three companies of the Polish Legion 
were guarding the Bolshevik agents. 

Leaders of the crowd @emanded 
the release of the Bolshevik agents, 
when this was refused revolver 
shots were fired from the crowd into 
the hotel. The soldiers answered 
with three volleys into the crowd. 

WARSAW, Monday, Dec. 30.— 
Forty-seven persons have been killed 
in the streets of Warsaw in conse- 
quence of numerous clashes which 
occurred between troops and revo- 
lutionists. The city is at high ten- 
sion over the shooting today and 
yesterday by the troops of red revo- 
lutionists who were holding dem- 
onstrations in favor of the liberation 
of several interned Bolsheviki. 

This is the first time that such 
drastic measures have been taken 
here. A state of virtual martial law 
exists, with the soldiers of the new- 
ly-formed national army and the 
municipal guard patroling the 
streets. Cavalry and light artillery 
are active, and the artillery has 
been holding target pr&ctice in the st

IRISH PLAN TO SHED BLOOD 


(ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


LONDON, Dec. 31.—The situation 
in Ireland is causing grave anxiety 
to those who are in touch with that 
country and startling developments 
are looked for at any moment. Sinn 
Fein will make the most of the sen- 
sational victories it achieved outside 
of Ulster. Seventy-three Sinn Fein 
members will meet in Dublin and 
constitute themselves a national as- 


sembly. They will appoint a presi- 
dent and proclaim the independence 
of the Irish republic. 

The national assembly will begin 
to legislate at once and issue a proc- 
lamation. An attempt will be made 
to levy taxes, and all attempts to 
collect imperial revenue will be re- 
sisted. Missions will be sent to for- 
eign countries, and the actions of an 
independent state will be imitated 
in every way possible. 

Of course this means inevitable 
collision with the large British force 
now in Ireland. is is exactly what 
the Sinn Fein are playing up for. 
They are prepared for considerable 
sacrifice of life go long as fighting 
can take place. When the Allied 
conferences and peace congress are 
being held they will endeavor to | 
send a mission to both these gather- 
ings, and will demand admission as 


right of self-determination 
British tyranny. 

It seems certain that Sinn Fein 
has secured arms and ammunition 
in large quantities, although the 
source of these supplies is a mys- 
tery. Raids carried out by the gov- 
ernment have discovered some of 
these hoarda, but there are others 
left as yet untouched, 

The feeling ot the population is 
described by those who lately re- 
turned from Ireland as being ex- 
ceedingly bitter. At one time this 
feeling was mainly directed against 
the British government, but during 
the past few months it has been ex- 
tended to the inhabitants of Great 
Britain as a whole. 

“They hate us.“ said a labor M. P. 
today, “as much as we hated the 
Germans during the time they were 
dropping. bombs on our cities and 
murdering crews of our merchant 
vessels. 

“They frankly told me,” he con- 
tinued, that they distrusted all par- 
ties in this country, the labor party 
as much as the others. They say 
they will be content with nothing 
less than completes independence and 
that they are prepared to die for it 
if necessary.“

OUTRAGES NOT PERSONAL. 

Justice Von Moschzisker and the 
Police officials hold the theory that 
the bomb outrages were not di- 
rected against police and court offi- 
cers personally, but are part of a 
general movement against the ele- 
ments of society mentioned in the 
circular found near the buildings 
where the explosions occurred. This 
circular was addressed: 

“To the exploiters, the judges, po- 
licemen, the priests, the soldiers.” 

One paragraph, it is said, has 
drawn the attention of Federal au- 
thorities to a certain group of 
anarchists who have been active at 


This paragraph 
reads:

We have 
demanded the freedom of all polit- 
ical prisoners, freedom of press and 
speech.

ILSON IDEALS 
SHAPE TO FACTS 


LONDON, Dec. 31.— Presi- 
dent Wilson's speech at Man- 
chester and Premier Clemen- 
ceau’s statement in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies indicates fair- 
ly clear where idealistic and 
practical politics have come in- 
to contact and the lines along 
which the common denomina- 
tor is being sought. 

The President is a practi 
man as well as an idealist, and

In a talk recently with an Ameri- 


can army officer, Prince Carl of Ho- 
henzollern, leutenant-zgeneral and 
commander of the Thirty-eighth 
Landwehr Brigade, who now is liv- 
ing in the area occupied by the 
Americans, said that in an his thirty- 
two years’ expertence in the army, he 
never had seen anywhere soldiers 
of better discipline or who behaved 
better than the Americans. 

The Prince, who is a member of 
a nonreigning house of the Hohen- 
zollern family, according to the 
American officer, appeared aot to 
realize the indignation created in the 
United States through the sinking of 
the Lusitania, and expressed surprise 
when he was told that celebrations 
were reported to have taken place 
in Germany and medals awarded to 
the submarine crew when the big 
Cunard liner was sunk. 

The Prince said personally he dis- 
approved of submarine warfare and 
bombing by means of airplane. He 
asserted that Germany should not 
have started her submarine warfare 
without being absolutely certain it 
would succeed. 

Prince Carl said he regretted that 
the German propazanda in the 
United States had tsen carried out 
in what he termed such a clumsy 
manner. Germany, he declared, 
should have started her propaganda 
on a larger scale, and spent millions 
of marks instead of thousands. The 
greatest fault with Germany’s diplo- 
macy, he added, was the persistent 
disregard of the importance of na- 
tional psychology and failure to ap- 
preciate the points of view of other 
nations, 

The Prince was discharged from 
the German ermy at Hanover a few 
days ago, and now is living at his 
castie at Naumedy, on the Rhine 
near Andernach. He said his first 
intimation of Germany's military col- 
lapse was when the high command 
sent an order to him on the western 
front to man a telephone with an of- 
ficer of the personnel. 

The only troops ir the interior of 
Germany, the Prince added, when 
the recent trouble started, were re- 
Placement battalions of young, un- 
trained men who were easily con- 
taminated by Bolshevik doctrine. It 
was his opinion, 
this would not have happened if an 
old-time German officer had been 
commanding. 

The Prince concluded the inter- 
view by saying that 60,000 German 
officers had lost their lives during 
the war. 

Prince Carl was a German mill- 
tary attache with the Japanese army 
during the Russo-Japanese War. He 
is said to have been extremely pro- 
Japanese and strongly anti-Russian. 
During the visit to Germany in 1907 
of the late King Edward, Prince Carl 
was relieved of command of the 
First Regiment of Dragon Guards, 
of which King Edward was the hon- 
orary commander. 

It was rumored at the time that 


his friendliness to the Japanese and 


his open hostility to the Russians 
was the cause of his transfer. 

Cari is another of the German 
generals known before the European 
war to have heil strong prejudice 
against the ability of the American 
army and navy, on various occasions 
having belittled them. His antipathy 
also extended markedly to the Brit- 
ish land and sea forces. 

With regard to Germany's losses 
in officers. the Cologne Gazette on 
November 25 placed the number of 
officers killed at 44,000 and those 
missing at 13,900.

Millions of soldiers must be 
brought home or carried to Canada 
or the Antipodes, Supplies, fuel and 
food must be sent overseas for the 
remaining armies. The mails and 
telegraph and cable lines are badly 
congested with government business. 
It is hard to co umunicate with pos- 
tible customers. — 

START PUBLIC WORKS. 

A period of confusion and partial 
paralysis of industry is inevitable. 
The plan is to bridge over with 
the immediate starting of great 
public works. The government has 
promised as one item to build 300,- 
000 cottages for workingmen. It 
will spend half a billion in improv- 
ing and extending railways and in 
erecting thousands of new school- 
houses, plane for which are alres4y 
approved. The complaint ts that 
this work has not deen started. 

Sir Eric Geddes, the American-

HER SACRIFICFS AND LOSSES 
FAR EXCEED ALL OTHERS, | 
HE DECLARES, 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 
PARIS, Dec. 31.—Former Premier 
and Minister of Finance Alexander 
Ribot said to the Associated Press 


today that the financial situation of 


all the nations associated against 
the Germanic coalition must, at the 
end of their effort. be adjusted with 
due regard for the efforts and sacri- 
fices made by each, taking into ac- 
count their respective resources and 


that, in the accounting, sacrifices 
and losses of man power must fig- 
ure among outlays in money and 
damages sustained. 

Germany and her associates in 
the war. said M. Ribot, must pay 
according to their resources, in addi- 
tion to their own war debts, a share 
of the expenditures of the Entente 
coalition over and above the - 
ages they have caused to the ip 
vaded countries. | 

In view of the fact that France 
was the principal battlefield, and 
that she furnished by ar the great- 
est effort and sustained the greatest 
losses in proportion to her popula- 
tion. M. Fibot holds that she should 
have priority in the claims upon 
Germany for indemnity. 

“That indemnity,” he added, 
“must be considerable. But it ought 
not to be so bix as te place the 
German people in a sort of servitude 
for a prolonged period; That would 
evenutuclly engender further strife. 
which is precizely what the peace 
congress will aim to make unneces- 
surv and impossible. 

“If Germany is called upon to 
Pav the immense total properly 
eo to her, she will be able 
to do so only if she is not entirely 
deprived of foreign trade. We can- 
not take her markets from her 
while expecting tc find the money 
to meet the engagemen.:; we impose 
upon her. She must have raw ma- 
terials to work with and the possi- 
bility of exporting her nroducts; oth- 
erwise, her population will emigrate 
and her industries will languish. 

“Instead of being abe only to 
contribute to the debts uf the Al- 
lies. she will have aimMeulty in meet- 
ing her home obligatic.s.” 

Regarding the amoum of the in- 
demnity Germany may be able to 
pay. M. Ribot declined to make an 
estimate. 

“It ought to be Iimited. however,” 
he said, to a swim teat may he 
wiped out, principal and interest, 
in a limited number of years.”

DR. JUDSON SAYS PERSIA HAS 
PLENTY OF FOOD BUT NO

Persia, the Caucasus and southern 
Russia. 

The tood situation in Persia, Dr. 
Judson said, was satisfactory; food- 
stuffs were not lacking, but means 
of transportation were inadequate. 
The crop failures in 1916 and 1917 
had caused the death probably of 
1,000,000 Persians, Armenians and 
Urumians and 80 per cent. of the 
transport animals. 3 

The American committee has 
been working in close touch with 
the British occupation administra- 
tion and the food controller ap- 
pointed by the Persian government. 
Together these three have cared 
for 80,000 Armenians and Urumians 
who took refuge in Persia when ths 
Turks dislodged the Russians from 
Erzerum, Trebizond and Urumiah 
and thereby probably saved tho 
lives of most of them. 

Dr. Judson save great praise to 
the British military relief organiza- 


Regarding the Bolshevik influ- 
ence, he said, there was very little 
south of the Caucasus Mountains. Of 
intervention in Russia, he said: 

“Intervention must not be plain 
military, but also educational. Ideal- 
ists among the Bolsheviki are rare. 


They are merely mercenaries, many 
of them claiming to represent the 
la boring classes, but, as a matter of 
fact, absolutely refusing to labor, 
preferring to live by looting. But 
intervention must be prompt.” 
Questioned as to whether the 
Armenians were capable of govern- 
ing themselves, Dr. Judson said. 
“Not without the Allies for some 
time. It is necessary to put them 
in the right direction and assist 
them for some years; then, perhaps, 
they may achieve self-government.” 
The members of the American 
Committee for Relief in Persia are 
Dr. Judson, Dr. Wilbur E. Post of 
Chicago, and Maurice Westheim of 
New York. They will return to the 
United Statés at an early date.

ENFORCEMENT OF LAW 
PROMISED IN BERLIN. 


EBERT DECLARES COUNCID HAS 
POWER AND DESIRE TO 
MAINTAIN ORDER,

BERLIN (via Copenhagen) Dec. 
31.— Premier Ebert received the 
Times correspondent yesterday after 
the joint meeting of the people's 
commissioners and the Centra] Coun- 
cil and told him that henceforth any 
crime against the ‘public peace, by 


whomeoever committed, would he 


punished unrelentingly, according to 
the letter of the law. 

“The people’s commissioners have 
now the full and unreserved sup- 
port of the Central Council, the 
members of which were elected by 


soldiers, sailors, peasants and work- 


ers,” he said, “and they will fear- 
lessty carry out their task of pre- 
serving law and order throughout 
Germany, and especially in Berlin.” 

“Then Berlin in the future will 


be spared events such as those of the 


red Christmas?” inquired the Times 
correspondent. 

“We cannot, of course, protect 
Berlin against the Liebknecht-Spar- 
tacide harlequinades,”’ was the reply, 
“but we shall certainly prevent 
henceforth all attempts at lawless- 
ness in every form, if necessary by 
force of arms.“ | 

“Would that mean that in case of 
the repetition of any unlawful action 
on the part of sailors, soldiers or 
workers, the People’s Council would 
suppress them by force of arms even 
at the cost of life?" I asked. 

“Even by force of arms and with 
all the attending consequences, was 
Ebert’s answer, ‘‘much as we repub- 
lican Germans ‘abominate bloodshed.

Questionnaires to Preserve the 
Men’s Record in War. 


Mayor Woodman yesterday ap- 
Pointed the committee which will 
be in charge of the work of finding 
Places for 40,000 service men re- 
turning to Los Angeles. Twelve or- 


board which is known as the Army 
and Navy Registration and Replace- 
ment Committee. It will work in 
conjunction with the Social Service 
Commission and the United States 
Employment Service. Offices will be 
in the old tax office building next 
to the City Hall, where Registration 
Board No. 17 has been established. 
H. Bagby, chairman of the Re- 
pl ment Committee of the Los An- 
gelee Chamber of Commerce, is 
chairman of the Mayor's committee; 
Lieut.-Col. B. B. Ray of the Quar- 
termasters Office, is military ad- 
visor and a member of the commit- 
tee, and Emil J. Bernatche of the 
United States Employment Service, 
is a member of the committee and 
will have a government representa- 
tive stationed in the offices of the 
committee.

HISTORIC RECORD. 

The committee will not be ready 
for registrants until next week, as 
there is much preliminary work to 
be done. such as printing cards and 
questionnaires, and rearranging the 
offices. 
Present plans contemplate hav- 
ing every soldier or sailor in the 
eervice from Los Angeles county or 
city fill out a questionnaire that will 
make a complete record of his mil- 
itary identification and career. These 
questionnaires will become a part of 
the historic record of Los Angeles 
county’s participation in the world 
war. The employment cards will be 
filled out only by those who are 
seeking positions, and will be sepa- 
rate from the historic records. 
Approximately 40,000 men went 
into the service from this city, di- 
vided as follows: 20,000 in the 
draft; 2000 in officers’ and special 
training camps; 8°00 who enlisted 
before the Graft h. the army and 
navy; 2590 who went into service 
in Canada; 1000 who went to Allied 
countries in Europe to enlist; 800 
who joined the big sun section, and 
several thousand men who went into 
other branches of war work, as im- 
‘portant as carrying guns. 

‘EMPLOYMENT SERVICE. 
In the employment service it is 
estimated that a large percentage 
of the men will readjust themselves 
to normal life upon their return 
and will report to the committee 
only to fill out their questionnaires. 
In providing jobs the home boys 
will be first taken care of. A sur- 
vey of the city will be made for 
avallable positions, and the govern- 
ment, Y.M.C.A. and other agencies 
of obtaining employment will co. 
operate. Returned soldiers and 
sallors coming in from other sec- 
tions will be turned over to the gov- 
ernment bureau and the Y.M.C.A. 
employment service. Other organi- 
zations will be called upon to assist 
and women willl be asked to help 
through an auxiliary organization. 


GOLD BRICKS FOUND 
MID JUNKED JEWELS. 


STOREKFEPER IS ARRESTED 
ON SUSPICION AFTER CON- 
FESSION OF BURGLAR. 


Several solid gold bricks were 
found among nearly $15,000 worth 
of junked jewelry discovered by De- 
tective Sergeants Bean and McCann 
yesterday in a jewelry store at No. 

The pro- 
prietor of the store, William _ E. 
Schoelkopf, is in the City Jail on 
suspicion of receiving stolen goods.
